Synopsis: The Baltimore Marxist Group (BMG) was formed during 

July, 1974, by a group of individuals expelled from the Young 
Socialist Alliance (YSA) because of an ideological dispute 
between YSA and BMG. This dispute concerned the Internationalist 
Tendency (IT) of BMG members. BMG is part of the Revolutionary 
Marxist Organizing Committee (RMOC) which is the IT facti on of 
the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). I 1 is 

currently the leader of BMG. Including 

there are currently five active members in BMG. BMG currently 
has no bfficial headquarters or publication. BMG members con- 
tribute $5 monthly to RMOC and $3 monthly to the Fourth 
International. Additional revenue is derived from the sale 
of the revolutionary Marxist publication, ’’Inprecor." From 
10/31/74 until 11/6/75 BMG held at least five meetings in 
Baltimore. These meetings were always attended by members 
of various Baltimore area subversive organizations. As of 
2/20/76 BMG was currently sponsoring weekly Marxist educationals 
in Baltimore.

BMG’s aims and objectives follow 
those of SOT inasmuch as they approve of the overthrow 
of the U.S. Government and the institution of a dictator- 
ship of the working class and the eventual achievement of 
a Communist society. BMG does not openly advocate the use 
of violence at the present time to overthrow the U.S. Govern- 
ment; it believes that eventual violent revolution in the 
U.S. is inevitable.

The Progressive Labor Party (PLP), which was founded 
in 1965, adopted a constitution which ’’resolved to build a 
revolutionary movement” and "build a socialist USA with all 
power in the hands of the working people/’ PLP f ollov^ed^ the 
Chinese communist line for several years but became critical 
of the Chinese leaders for establishing a dialogue with the 
U*S. following President NIXON ’s visit to China in 1972, Theit^*" 
after, PLP declared itself to be an independent Marxist-Leninist 
organization aimed at setting up a dictatorship^ of the working 
class* According to MILTON ROSEN, National Chairman, the PLP 
advocates violent overthrow of the Government, but has set no 
timetable for its overthrow* The PLP, which is headquartered 
in New York City, has chapters in more than 15 cities ^^in the 
United States, and has initiated efforts ^ to ^ make PLP "an 
international party with the aim of rebuilding a new revolutionary 
communist movement." 

The PLP concentrates its ^forts in the trade unions 
to attract workers in attempts to establish the PLP as the 
vanguard of the working class. 



REVOLUTIONARY COMMUNIST PARTY, USA . 


On October 1, 1975, the Revolutionary Union (RU) 
publicly announced the formation of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party of USA (RCP). The RU, a militant semi- 
covert Marxist-Leninist revolutionary organization 
ideologically oriented towards the People's Repbulic of 
China and the teachings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung, had 
as one of its main objectives, the founding of the RCP, 
and with the announcement of the formation of the RCP, the 
RU, as an organization, dissolved. Membership in the RCP is 
composed primarily of individuals who had previously been 
members of the RU. 

The RCP has published a booklet entitled "Programme 
and Constitution of the Revolutionary Communist Party, USA." 

This booklet states "The programme is both a declaration of 
Var on the ruling class and a battle plan for the working 
class of this country. The central task of the Revolutionary 
Communist Party today, as the Party of the U. S. working 
class, is to build the struggle, class consciousness and 
revolutionary unity of the working class, and develop^ its 
leadership on a broad united front against the U. S, imperialists ,<> . 
This means the masses of workers must- rise in arms, forcibly 
smash and dismantle the armed forces and political apparatus 
of the bourgeoisie and create in their place the organs of 
power of the armed working class." 

The Constitution of the RCP states "The Revolutionary 
Communist Party takes Marxism-Leninism, MAO Tse-tung thought 
as the theoretical basis guiding its thinking. The basic 
programme of the Revolutionary Communist Party is the complete 
overthrow of the bourgeoisie, the establishment of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat in place of the dictatorship^ 
of the bourgeoisie and the triumph of socialism over capitalism. 

The ultimate aim of the Party is the realization of communism." 

Members of the RU, the predecessor and founder of 
the RCP, have been identified as collecting weapons while 
engaging in firearms and guerrilla warfare training. The RCP 
is headquartered in Ma 3 ^ood, Illinois, and utilizes the same 
mailing address as was utilized by the RU. 
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VIETNAM VETERANS AGAINST THE WAR/ 
WINTER SOLDIER ORGANIZATION (WAW/WSO) 


The WAW, formed in 1967 by Vietnam veterans to 
protest United States involvement in the war in Southeast 
Asia (changed name to VVAW/t'/SO in 1973 to include non-veterans 
as members;, has sponsored numerous anti- government demonstra- 
tions, some resulting in violence. The VVAW/WSO National 
Office (NO) and some key chapters are infiltrated and influenced 
by the militant Revolutionary Union (RU) organization, and 
VVAW/WSO leaders have told members that WAW/WSO is a revolution* 
ary organization, not ”just another group of war veterans." 

The current Marxist-Leninist-Maoist oriented NO, which promotes 
education of the membership in Marxist-Leninist-t-laoist doctrine 
and directs the organization into political growth along the 
same lines, has at WAW/WSO National Steering Committee Meetings 
(NSCM), in 1974, portrayed WAW/^^SO as a mass anti- Super ial is t 
organization and a vanguard of the revolution eventually created 
by the masses. 

VVAW/WSO leaders voted at the December, 1974 NSCM to 
align WAW/WSO v/ith the RU, v/hich organization follows a strict 
Maoist line desiged to being about violent revolution in the 
United States. 




YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


■ The Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) is the youth 
group of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP)* It was 
formed in October, 1957, and is currently headquartered 
in New York City.

SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 


The Socialist Workers Party (SI-/P) is a revolutionary, 
Trotskyist-communist organization, which is headquartered in 
New York City. Its purpose', as stated in its Declaration of 
Principles, is the overthrow of the U, S. Government and the 
institution of a dictatorship of the working class and the 
eventual achievement of a communist society. It was founded in 
1938 and maintains close association with international 
Trotskyist organizations as a "sympathizing” group, but it 
denies formal membership in any foreign group to escape 
application of the Voorhis Act, which regulates certain types 
of organizations subject to foreign control. \^ile the SWP 
does not openly advocate the use of violence at the present 
time to overthrow the U. S. Government, it believes that 
eventual violent revolution in the U. S. is inevitable. Its 
"objection to the current use of violence is based on the ground 
that it believes violence is premature at this time. The SWP 
seeks to precipitate a revolution V7hen conditions are ripe and 
to seize control of the revolution and to direct it when it occurs.

The Workers League (VJL) was founded in 1964 by

The United States-China Peoples' Friendship 
Association (USCPFA), formerly known as the United States- 
China Friendship Association, was founded during 1971 at 
San Francisco, California, primarily as a front group for 
pro- Qiinese communist propaganda and a recruitment field 
for the Revolutionary Union (RU), a basic Marxist-Leninist- 
Maoist revolutionary organization, ^ which is now kno’im as the 
Revolutionary Goramuhist Party (RCP). The USCPFA was previously 
comprised of loosely knit autonomous chapters and was instrumental 
in arranging delegations for travel to the Peoples Republic of 
China (PRC). 

The emergence of a national USCPFA organization 
followed a "National Founding Convention" held at Los Angeles, 
California, during the Fall of 1974. A statement of principles 
was adopted with the publicly stated goal of the USCPFA "to build 
active and lasting friendship based on mutual understanding ^ 
between the people of the United States and the people of China. 
USCPFA has a IS-member National Steering Committee, ^ of whom 
approxiaiately one-half are also RCP members, which is responsible 
for all policy matters concerning the USCPFA and the ^publication 
of the organization's magazine "New China." ^The chairperson and 
public spokesman for USCPFA has been identified as a member of the 
RCP. A national office has been established in Los Angeles, 
California, and has assumed responsibility for maintaining 
relationships with appropriate PRC agencies regarding future 
travel delegations to the PRC. Some chapters of the USCPFA have 
been identified as being completely controlled or dominated by 
the RCP.
